1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a liquid crystal display apparatus comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically light modulating means having liquid crystal sealed within a pair of 
transparent electrode plates, first and second image separating means having a first 
and second direction of polarization, respectively, are located outside from the 
transparent electrode plates and a pair of substrates clamp at least the first image 
separating means and the modulating means, including all other recitations. 

4. The closest reference USPAT 6,344,887 (Ma) discloses a liquid crystal display 
device having light modulating means and first and second image separating means. 
However, Ma has a filing date of 09/10/1999. Applicant filed a declaration under 37 CFR 
1 .131 which was sufficient to overcome the Ma reference.
